Claim 

An absence transfer method for pagers in a program storage method telephone exchange 
characterized by having a telephone and a pager with display functions, a means for setting up an 
absence transfer for the pager from the telephone, and a means for the exchange to automatically 
call the pager that is specified thorough the absence transfer setup when a call is made to the 
telephone during the absence transfer setup, and to display the caller's subscription number on 
the display unit of the pager at the same time. 

Detailed explanation of the invention 
Field of industrial utilization 

This invention concerns an absence transfer method for program storage method 
telephone exchanger, pagers in particular. 

Prior art 

Conventionally, the absence transfer with pagers from this type of telephone could not be 
set up, the subscriber only dials the pager number and calk the pager's owner. 

Problem to be solved by this invention 

With the conventional pager described above, with subscribers owning both a pager and a 
telephone, the caller had to dial the pager number and call the pager's owner after calling the 
pager's owner and confirming his absence, which took extra time to call the other party. There 
was also the disadvantage of losing the means to call the other party at all if the pager number of 
the other party is not known. 

The purpose of this invention is to offer an absence transfer method for pagers in which 
the aforementioned disadvantage is solved. 

Means to solve the problem 

This invention is solved by an absence transfer method for pagers in a program storage 
method telephone exchange characterized by having a telephone and a pager with display 
functions, a means for setting up an absence transfer for the pager from the telephone, and a 
means for the exchange to automatically call the pager that is specified thorough the absence 
transfer setup when a call is made to the telephone during the absence transfer setup, and to 
display the caller's subscription number on the display unit of the pager at the same time. 
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
